He was unsuccessful in finding 
hidden pins—a proceeding almost as difficult as discovering the whereabouts of the pro- 
verbial needle in the bottle of hay,—but he certainly did give the correct number of a 
bank-note under cireumstances which seemed to me to preclude all suspicion of collusion.

It is 
just this bigoted and hackneyed condemnation 
of a great and noble artistic institution, by 
well-meaning, but uninformed men, that has 
drawn a hard and fast line between recreation 
and religion, and has drawn it by no means to 
the advantage of the latter.
